Thousands .In Lowell Need 


Bathing Facilities, 


The public interest In tliR agitation for 


free public "baths is daily increasiag, and 
Ht tlie present cliuo thousands in this city 
are anxiously awaiting the decision of -hfi 
city council on this question. 


There are many thoits'and.s of operatives 


In this cicy who have riot the advantage 
of bathing (aclUties in their homes; to 
these the availability of free public bath.s 
•wuutd be a veritable blessing. 
It would 


benefit the public health by promoting 
cleanliness, and would thereby increase 
the moral well b«lng of tbe community. 


Indeed it would be difficult to convey a 


corrpct idea of the great advantages of 
public baths to n city like This. 
Perhaps 


ten thousand people Tvork In Lowell lac- 
torle.s without an opportnnity of having a 
"bath once a week, or once a month, 
perhnps we might say thousands go with- 
out baths for years. 
: 
The Special committee appointatt to in- 


vestigate the mutter ineetH tbid afternoon. 
The committee availed Itself of the iiifor 
xnntloiL collected by n committee repre- 
senting the town of Brookline. This com- 
mittee made The'most thorough investiga- 
tion, auJ. in a pampltlct published upon 
the subject, gives the full account of its 
labors. The 
"Brookllne committee has 


prepared plans for a first class bath estab- 
lishment, equipped with thti best modern 
baths and a avi'imming tank of ample size 
supplied with the purest water allowing*11 
constant change. From a sanitary point 
of view cbe results of frequent, bathing are 
& preservation ot health and the preven- 
tion of disease. 


In its repori tlie Biookline cornur.ttee 


says that within the last five months it has 
investigated the leading public and private 
bathing establishments in Boston, New- 
ton, Xew York, Philadelphia, Hnrcford, 
"West Point and, AcuapolISj and noted tbe 
good points in each case. 


From Utica, ^?. Y., ivucl from London 


and the principal cities in Germany plans 
have been received, and tlie committee 
ami Its architect hove Incorporated all the 
be,-*t features submitted into the plan 
which they recommend. 
Of all kinds of 


baths it has been decided that the best 
for a cleanliness bath for npublic establish- 
ment is an improvement on the shower or 
so-culled "rain bach," oC which a descrip- 
tion would not be amiss. 


The development of this "rain bath" 


system which gives one a good bnth quick- 
ly and comfortably, important, requisites 
of a public'bnth, has tended to reduce tlui 
number of bath tubs,though until recently 
the system waa comparatively unknown. 
Tub-i are abolished in this system and a 
fine shower of warm water is substituted, 
falling at an inclined angle, the object be- 
ing to avoid a vertical stream striking the 
bead o[ clie bather. In the rain bath the 
"bather stands erect under the shower nnd 
the water strikes the body from the neck 
downwards, the head being wet only 


when purposely placed under tlie show- 
er. 


A.n Importnnt advantage of this system 


is a great saving of time so u. given num- 
ber of baths will accommodate a given 
number of people. Also it economizes 
water and fuel, the .shower consuming Imt 
^ to 5 gallonr-i of water per minute while 
the bath tut takes from. 40 to 60 gal- 
lons.

After careful study of the best shape, 


dimensions nnd mrUbnal for a Kwimimns 
tank the committee believes that LL tank of 
fairly good length and 
inoderaDe width, 


shallow at one end and deep enough at 
the other to permit diving, and with iloor 
and sides with white, glazed brick . will 
meet ull requirements. The 
plan of the 


building recommended is in the form of 
the letter T and has a frontage of 82 feet 
by a length of l'2i feet. 
The head'house 


contains, a vestibule, halls nnd waiting 
rooTQ, with office for attendant. Ou the, 
left sido o[ the hall is a rqum 25 by 28 
feet fitted up with five private Imtus, 
(rain buch) and 
CL batti 10 feet by 22 feet, 


wich an average depth of 4 feet 0 inches, 
sides and bottom lined with white- glazud 
brick. 
On the riglic side is a room of the 


same size, for weven private baths, five 
rain baths anil twu bath tubs with space 
room. Tlie floor will ba ot asphalt ixml 
the sides marble, each .bath having a 
deeding room. 


A door on either side of the attendant's 


oflJce leads to tbe largo swimming bath, a 
room 41 feet by i)4 feet containing a tank 
2G feet by 80 feet wich a depth of 7 feut at 
one end and -i feet at the other, the depth 
of the water ut the two ends being - ubout 
B feet autl 3 teut respectively. .Dressing 
rooms wite granolithic, doors and lined 
witli locks and keys ^TQ loeutbil arouud 
three sides. The bath itself is to be lined 
with white glazed bricks oti bottom and 
sides. Between the dressing rooms and 
the tank is a granolithic walk with abrads 
guardrail. Steps at the four corners of 
the tank lead into the water. 
A gallery 


for spectators will mil all aruund the 
swimming bath. The building will prob- 
ably be built of brick nt dii estimated cost 
of 35000 more than wood. . 
- . 


In this city the committee could have 


the building so constructed that iu the 
w.inter die buth could bu floored over and 
utilized a's a drill hall. 


The Brookline committee concludes its 


report by stating tbat the entire cost of 
the new baths as recommended, including 
the architect's commission, will aggregate 
less than $23,000 with $5000 less if built 
of brick. 


Ib should be remembered, however, tbat 


BrookHnehaa many rich residents who do 
not consider expense when the public 
good id at stake- 
Jc is probable that per- 


manent public bnths could be provided in 
Lowell for from 510,000 to 512,000 that 
i-oiild accommodate thousands qf people 
every saiison, and that would be utilized 
by all clashed.

Isoi-th German Lloyd steamship Lahn 
from Southampton. They are all Bos- 
ten boys, members of the Boston Ath- 
klic association.

Thomas E. Burke, the leader ol the lit- 
tle- band; E. H. Clarke, W. W-. Hoyt, T. 
B. Curtis and Arthur Blake.- John Gra- 
ham, who went abroad with the team, as 
manager .and trainer; and Gardner Will- 
iams and T. F. Barry, also belonging to 
athletic associations at the "Hub," also 
returned on the Lahn.

There was a little demonstration on 


the pier when the vessel reached her 
dock In Hoboken at a little before T 
o'clock last evening. The boys did no: 
hurry ashore. 
When they did come 


down the gangplank, they fell Into the 
arms of Boston friends. Manager Cor- 
nl:ih of the Manhattan Athletic club was 
there, and he won the boys away from 
their Boston 
men with promises of 


speedy entertainment and rest. They 
were driven to the Athletic Temple on 
Madison avenue, where they will be the 
guests of the club until they return to 
Boston this evening.

But, In addi- 
tion to this, each of the boys carried a 
large,parchment, signed by the King of 
Greece, which vouchedforthefactth.it 
the bearer had won a prize in the 
Olympian games. Then there was honor, 
too,-in seeing the American-flag hauled 
to the top of the fiagstarT of the stadium 
after each, tvent was decided in their 
favor, and the band of tha stadium 
played "Hall Columbia." 


The trip from Athens was full of en- 


joyment to the young athletes. They 
E-mbarked at the ancient Athenian port, 
Patras. for Brlndisi. 
Then they jour- 


neyed to Rome, Naples, Paris and Lon 
cion: Burke said that the little Ameri- 
can flag that the boys wore on the lapels 
of their coats were passports to every 
I-ls.ce they visited on the continent. 
"There," said he, holding up a. button, 
"Prince George cut that off his military 
coac one day in the stadlujn when I won 
an i.-vent, and had to put a plu in his coat 
to keep it together. The king, too, was 
very, good, and so was all the royal fam- 
ily.

HOLMES IS DEAD 


Executed This Morning in 


Philadelphia Prison, 


SINCERELYPEinTENT AND BEG- 


GING GOD'S MEKCY. 


Mrs. Piteiel Dared Not Look 


* 
Upon the Murderer.. 


Philadelphia, May 7.—H. H. Holmeg 


today paid the .penalty tor his many 
crimes. There .were but 60 persona 
present, Including 12 Jurymen, £5 dep- 
uties and 22 newspaper men. 


Even, when tlie twilight ebbed and the 


darkness veiled the earth last night,. 
Holmes, pa.le and shrinking, looked out 
upon his death watch and murmured: 
"Is there a. hell? O, I hope not." 


Locked deep In his own thoughts, he 


went over again the gruesome path 
strewn with, his victims.1 His hands 
twitched, and again he had.the surgical 
knife 
magnetically swaying tlwough 


flesh and blood. A blood-curdled smile 
broke over his countenance. 
'"Twas 


well done," he thought. A pile of tempt- 
ing gold clattered tbef ore his dimmed 
eyes, a temptation unresisting made his 
iruscles work nervously, a sudden lurch 
—and then he realized he was sheep- 
ishly looking Into the face o£ the death 
Y,-? '-.;.:':;nu in front of his cell.

HOLMESJS DEAD 


Executed This Morning in 


; 
Philadelphia Prison, 


SINCEBEIYTENITENTAND BEG- 


GING GOD'S MEECY. 


Mrs. Pitezel Dared Not Look 


': 
Upon the Murderer. 


Philadelphia, May 6.—H. H. Holmes, 


the most noted murderer of the day was 
hanged at 10.12 1-2 this morning. He re- 
mained suspended for half an hour before 
pronounced dead. His neck was broken 
by the.fall and the physicians state that 
unconsciousness r.ame instantaneously. 


He passed the early night writing let- 


ters, retiring at midnight. 
It took two 


raps to wake him tbis morning. 
His re- 


markable nerve stayed with him until the 
last. 


His spiritual adviser stayed with him 


until ten o'clock, and and at 10.02 he 
marched to the gallows, having previously 
partaken of a^earcy breakfast. 


Ha appeared as calm as ever upon ar- 


riving at the gallows, and after a prayer 
he was asked if he had anything to say. 


In well chosen words he replied in 


brief: 
'

"Gentlemen, I would say nothing ex- 


cept that by not speaking I would appear 
to acquiesce m my execution. The extent" 
of rny wrong-doing in taking human life 
consisted in killing two women, whose 
death was the result of criminal opera- 
atious performed by me. I wish to state, 
so that there can. be no mistake, that I am 
not guilty of having"taken the lives of the 
Pitczel family, including the lather, Ben- 
jamin Pitezel, fop whose death I am about 
to be1-hanged. 
That is all I have to 


say." ' 


Prayers were then said, and after bid- 


ding farewell to the clergyman aud his 
lawyer, the condemned.man's hands were 
securely bound .and the" black cop ad- 
•justed. The.trap was then sprung . and 
tho murder "of Benjamin Pitezel was 
avenged.

There were hut 60 persons present in- 


cluding-12 jurymen, 25 deputies and 22 
newspapermen. 


Even when the twilight ebbed aij(J the 


darkness veiled the earth last night, 
Holmes, pale and shrinking, looked out 
upon his death, -watch and murmured: 
"Is there a hell? O, I hope not." 


Locked deep 1n his own thoughts, he 


-Rent over again the gruesome path 
strewn with Ills victims. His hands 
twitched, and again he had the surgical 
knife magnetically swaying through 
flesh and blood. A. blood-curdled smile 
broke over his countenance. 
'"Twas 


well done," he thought A pile o£ tempt- 
ing sold clattered before his dimmed 
eyes, a temptation unresisting made his 
rruscles work nervously, a sudden lurch 
—and then he realized he was sheep- 
ishly looking Into the face of the death, 
watchman In front oC his celL

He turned a,way, the naked truth of 


his own position made him faint at heart 
The. ivorld had taunted him, and, like 
the despised man-eater of the junffle, he 
stood there at bay, realizing his own 
puny self to be only a target for truth, 
Justice and peace.

•Dd; Minnie and Mamie "Williams, Inl892. 
besides possible others, witnessed his 
own preparations for death. 


LTate last night, with the purging 


prayer of the-priest, the soul of Holmes 
was ready to go .before Its maker and be 
Judged for the acts its owner committed 
while here on earth. Hblmes then had 
made his final confession, and the ears 
nf Rev. Father Dailey.-his spiritual ad- 
viser, heard possibly the only true; con- 
trite and heartfelt confession made dur- 
ing the prisoner's Ions stay In the place 
of Incarceration.

Holmes began the solemn preparations 


for the salvation of his blackened soul 
yesterday. • He prayed all day, and when 
dark came he -was -visited by the priest 
in the gartr of forglvaness. and- the be- 
ginning of the end then took place. The 
murderer kneeled, and with bowed head 
declariid himself unworthy In the eyes 
of his Maker, and begged for the forgive- 
ness .which .was • granted the penitent 
thief on-the cross.

-'>me a communicant of the Homan 
Catholic church. ' The symbolic wafer 
which was carried qn the chalice by the 
priest was then swallowed through tlie 
lips that have Ued, and the murderer 
was then ready, after a breakfast, to be- 
gin the devotions imrneaiately preceding 
the march .to the scaffold. These de- 
vctlons. including the .recital1 of the 
litany for the'dead and other prayers 
for the dying:, were mlingled at times 
with the char.t of the priest, and' the 
pleadings for forgiveness. Holmes had 
bren studying them since Father Dalley 
Erst visited him, and he knew the pray- 
ers by heart He \\ent.to the gallowg 
with these on hl's iftis and died with, a 
prayer of forgiveness Just as the last 
sight o£ the world faded away forever 
fiom his view-. 


It was learned yesterday that Holmes 


had. In reality, been the sole agent In 
bringing Mrs. Pitezel'to this city, and 
that his only object was to have her ap- 
pear before either the governor or the 
board 
of pardon's, and, by appealing, 


secure him a further lease on lils liEe, 
which-was blotted out forever this morn- 
Inir. 
if 


Mrs. Pitezel came here solely at the 


instigation of Holmes himself, and hev 
presence here was' due to one of the 
greatest coups ever made by king or 
diplomat. 


Seated In the gloom of his cell atMoy- 


amenslng prison, Holmes, the murderer, 
who had cruelly wronged (he widow, was 
theri at work 
darkly 
conjuring 
up 


schemes to save hlmsolf from the im- 
pending-fate on the gallows, and that one 
oC these schemes, worthy of the cunning 
of .only the prisoner himself, was that 
which included, among other provisions, 
the bringing of the -woman to this city' 
and .her final appearance, pleading for 
the life of the mtn who had wronged her, 
and thereby securing to him a longer 
lease of life. 


Holmes knew when his mind concocted 


t! at dark scheme that once he had the. 
woman before him he could so play upon 
her mlhd as to sain his point. With him 
It -was a. game In which the stake was 
life. 'He made his moves with precision : 
and cure, and planned his actions all In 
srch a way that, as he himself thought, 
"checkmating" would be Impossible. His 
first move was to bring Mrs. Pietzel here, 
This he did, notwithstanding what Is 
EEld to vne contvary. it was he chat 
L-rought tbe broken-hearted widow to 
this city, and on the night of her arrival 
the wily criminal, In his .own mind, 
chalked up one point, as they say in 
sporting circles, "to the good," and be- 
gan right away to look out for move 
"No., 2." 


Move No. 2 was to get a few minutes' 


conversation with the woman he had so 
brutally wronged. He wanted to see her 
for "Just five minutes," he-Is quoted as 
having said when told that she was not 
willing to hold a conversation with him, 
and then, finally, when he, found she 
would not be led Into his trap; he became 
frantic, and made every inducement to 
her, and at the last moment'pleaded for 
"Just a word." 


Holmes knew that If he could say three 


words to the woman he would break the 
barrier. 
Throughout his. checkered 


career, his greatest Influence was with 
•women. They melted before him,, and 
they .quailed as well as adored h!m..-Mrs. 
Pitezel herself knew this. It was even 
stated on good authority that she feared 
the stories told a.bout his "evil eye," and 
that was why she didn't go to the prison. 
She knew that it she once saw Holmes 
behind the bars her heart would again 
be moved by that strange power which 
he wielded once over the whole family, 
that she would be Induced to obey him 
Implicitly,and that she would come away 
willing to go before a pardoning board to 
plead for the life of the man who hud 
wronged, yet hypnotized her. And this, 
In fact, waa Just what Holmes had hoped 
to do. 


Since that .time . it develops that 


Holmes' actual intention was to have 
Mrs. Plctzel plead for his life. That such 
was the case was shown iy a letter which 
he wrote to her lawyer. Thomas A. Fahy, 
under date of May 1, and which the 
lawyer made public for the first time 
yesterday. 
" The letter shows that Holmes all along 
built high hopes on winning over Mrs. 
Pitezel to plead his case for him. The 
wily criminal knew that Her words would 
have more effect than a dozen legal 
pleaders, and he knew that it she spoke 
at all. It meant a respite — possibly 
months more of life. It was not pity for 
the woman that engendered the thought. 
It was simply a move In the great game 
he was playing against awful odds, and 
when the news of her refusal to see him 
or have anything to do with him reached 
him in the darkness of his cell, he knew 
that the game waa lost, and that the 
stake—his own miserable life—went with 
it
